T AXE'S 
ON THK 
COULD 
KSTATK. 


The long fight between the heirs of 


ths estate of Jay Gould and the De- 
partment of Taxes and Assessments 
over the assessment of the estate for 
$10,000,000 for personal property has 
had a new feature added to it within a 
few days. Edwin Gould has leased the 
Baron Court property in Tarrytown( 
with the avowed intention of making 
that his home, for taxable purposes, at 
least. By this move Mr. Gould, as one 
of the executors of his father's estate, 
will save a tax of $182,000 which the 
personal property of that estate now 
bears. He will also save an annual tax 
on $100,000 or $1,820, which he pays on 
his own account. This trouble between 
the Goulds and the Tax Department 
dates back to just after Jay Gould's 
death, on December 2,1892, when the 
probate of Gould's will showed his 
property, real and personal, to amount 
to $72,000,000. The Tax Commissioners 
then levied the personal tax on the 
estate at $10,000,000 m place of $500,000, 
the amount Jay Gould said he owned.

TO KEEP CIDER SWEET. 


A Scientific Method of Arrrestlng Fer- 


mentation. 


Pure, sweet cider that is arrested in 


the process of fermentation before it 
becomes acetic aoid, or even alcohol, 
and with carbonic acid gas worked out, 
is one of the most delightful beverages, 
says the Scientific American. The fol- 
lowing scientific method of treating 
cider will preserve its sweetness: When 
the saccharine matter by fermentation 
are being converted into alcohol, if a 
bent tube be inserted air tight into the 
bung, with the other end in the pail of 
water, to allow the carbonic acid gas 
envolved to pass off without admitting 
any air into the barrel, a beverage will 
be obtained that is fit nectar for the 
gods 
A handy way is to fill your cask 


nearly up to the wooden faucet, when 
the cask is rolled so the bung is down. 
Get a common rubber tube and slip it 
over the end of the plug in the faucet, 
with the other end in the pail. Then 
turn the plug so the cider can have 
communication with tbe pail. 
After 


the water ceases to bubble, bottle or 
store away.

Thirty-Seven 
Awards 
Taken 


World's Fair. 


The fruits of the expenditure of 


thousand dollars in representing 
vada's resources at the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition are just now becoming 
apparent. The State secured thirty- 
seven of the chief awards, comprising 
those most important in agriculture. 
That Nevada, generally considered to 
be the least State in the Union from an 
agricultural standpoint, should receive 
the highest awards given in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, namely upon 
wheat, barley, millet, oats, timothy, 
alfalfa, bunch grass, seeds, sorgum, 
potatoes, honey, butter and cheese, is 
something that will have its effect in 
advertising the State. It was expected 
that Nevada would fare well when it 
came to awards upon minerals, but 
when we practically sweep the field in 
agriculture it becomes a matter not 
only of congratulation, but one that 
will bear important results in awaken- 
ing attention to this section of the arid 
region. 


Nevada was awarded the first prem- 


ium on flour and in the department of 
implements on windmills.

CHEMICAL TESTS. 


In all the exhibits of minerals and 


primates, Mr. Yerington insisted on ac- 
curate chemical tests. As a result Ne- 
vada swept the field again. The Ne- 
vada salt recorded 99.98, exhibited by 
D. Bonelli of Lincoln. 


The exhibitors also sent the first 


grapes and flgs to the World's Fair, ar- 
riving there in advance of any other 
State on June 17th. 


Alexander Millet of Humboldt took 


first premium for sulphur. Its test 
showed 99.92, capturing the first prize 
for purity against the world. The Oc- 
cidental Alkali Company captured the 
first award for natural carbonate of 
soda with a chemical analysis of 91.90. 


The Silica Mining Company of Es- 


meralda had a big array of the polish- 
ing compounds of the Eastern com- 
panies against them.

Predictors of a Mild Winter to be Disap- 


pointed—Magnetic Poles.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo, November 24.—My 


last bulletin gave forecast of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from Dec- 
ember 4th to 8th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about the 9th 
cross the Western mountains by the 
close of the 10th the Great Central val- 
leys from the llth to the 13th and the 
Eastern States about the 14th. 


Tfie cold wave following this storm 


will be its most notable feature, as it 
will be more severe than usual. Cool 
waves are usually considered the wind- 
ing up of storms, especially from the 
1st of April to the 1st of October, but 
the seat of energy will appear to reside 
in the cool wave that will cross the con- 
tinent from December 6th to 10th, and 
from the 12th to 16th. 
As this last 


mentioned cool wave nears the New 
England States about the 15th or 16th, 
it 
will probably develop unusual 


force. 


The warm wave will cross the Western 


mountains about the 9th, the Great 
Central valleys about the1 llth and the 
Eastern States about tho 13tb. The 
cool wave will cross the Western mount- 
ains about the 12tb, the Great Central 
valleys about the 14th Jand the Eastern 
States about the 16th. 


About November 18th, the causes of 


precipitation were expected to change 
their influence, causing a large increase 
of rain and snow in December and Jan- 
uary where precipitation is deficient. 


Those who have expected a mild 


winter are doomed to disapointment. 
Severe cold, however seldom covers 
the whole continent, and we may ex- 
pect the severe weather in spots, giving 
to the country as a whole, what is 
termed a severe winter. 


THE GREAT LIGHT QIVEB. 


Recent researches indicate that two 


belts of magnetic radiations, each about 
fifteen degrees wide, encircle the sun 
parallel with the equator, the center of 
each belt being about thirty-four de- 
grees from the suns magnetic poles. 
These magnetic poles are supposed to 
be four and a half degrees from the 
sun's geographic poles and therefore 
the magnetic belts are about nine de- 
grees nearer the sun's geographical 
equator on one side of the sun than on 
the other side. 


These discoveries are supposed to 


have been made by Prof. Frank Bigelow, 
of the National Weather Bureau, and 
if he is correct about it a great similar- 
ity exists between the sun and earth in 
their magnetic arrangements. 


The earth has four magnetic poles. 


One of these is on an island northwest 
of Hudson's bay near latitude 70 and 
longitude 79. 
The 
corresponding 


southern magnetic pole has never been 
exactly located. 
Another magnetic 


north pole has been found in Siberia 
about 68 degrees of north latitude and 
120 east longitude, or near where these 
lines cross the Lena river. 
This mag- 


netic north pole is about eight degrees 
further south than the one found on 
this continent. These magnetic poles 
are the 


COLDEST PLACES ON EARTH 


And it would appear that in them the 
cold of utter space came down to the 
earth. The weather is supposed to be 
much warmer at the earth's geographic 
north pole than at the magnetic north 
poles, twenty and twenty-eight degrees 
further south. 


Secondary magnetic poles are also 


found. One of these lies southwest of 
Hudson's bay in northwestern Ontario, 
at about 50 north and 90 west. One 
cold wave appeared to come out of this 
secondary magnetic north pole. 
St. 


Vincent, Minnesota, is the nearest, in 
the United States, on the path of the 
cold waves, to that secondary magnetic 
center, and it is the coldest place in 
the United States. 


If the National Bureau would arrange 


to have stations near that magnetic 
center, at Kewatin or Gilbert, north of 
the Lake of the woods, they -would 
probably discover most of the cold 
waves daya before they had reached the 
United States. 


Prof. Bigelow places one of the two 


magnetic poles on the sun at 192 de-

grees west of the other so that thay are 
on opposite sides of the son by 78 de- 
grees. Those of the earth are similar. 
The magnetic pole in Asia is 217 east of 
the one on this continent, leaving them 
only 143 degrees apart by the way of 
the west. 


These magnetic poles not only have 


something to do with the weather of 
the earth and son, but with their rota- 
tion on their axes. All over the earth 
are found permanent high barometers, 
as on all the great oceans, both north 
and south, and these places of perma- 
nent high pressures are the same as 
the magnetic poles, but of less force 
and greater dimensions. 


At other points of the earth are found 


the opposite to these where are 


PEHPETUAL LOW BAROMETERS, 


As near Iceland, the Behring sea and 
all around the earth at its equator. In 
these latter the forces go from the earth. 
These appear to be the respiratory 
organs of the earth, through which it 
breaths tho ether of space, on which 
it feeds and from which it accumulates 
and grows. 


Pro!1. Bigelow's theory is that the 


magnetic poles of the sun throw out 
lines of force through whioh the earth 
must pass in its revolution around the 
sun and that passing through those 
lines of force the earth and its atmos- 
phere are affected, causing changes in 
our weather. He has been at work on 
these lines for two years under pay of 
the government at about $6 per day, 
and the result is that he is coining to 
my theory of weather changes at a rap id 
rate. 


Prof. Bigelow's work is valuable to 


real planetary meterologists, but he 
will never succeed in lying the foud- 
dation for meteorology. His theories 
will cause his failure. 


Years ago the Government was in- 


duced to spend largo sums of money 
in 


ANALYZING SOILS 


[n order to learn how to detect good 
soils. It was a failure, and the experi- 
enced farmer points out good soils at 
sight, while the scientific gentlemen, 
with all their costly experiments, are 
forced to acknowledge that they know 
nothing about 
what qualities are 


necessary for productive soils. 


Prof. Bigelow and his class can dis- 
over magnetic poles and meridians of 
sun and earth, but when they come to 
apply these to the weather a failure is 
sure to result. It is the veriest non- 
sense to claim that the sun is the only 
weather disturbing cause and probably 
Prof. Bigelow will never get beyond 
;hat 
idea. His work only confirms 


planetary meteorologists in their theo- 
les. 
They discovered, many years 


ago, from effects on our atmosphere, 
;he whole electro-magnetic field of 
lorces and Bigelow and others are just 
now beginning to suspicion its exist- 
ence.

GENESIS OF THE STEAMBOAT. 


Ancient Craft That Foreshadowed the 


Modern Greyhound* of the Sea. 


i'he first steamboat was built by Den- 


nis Papin, who navigated it safely down 
the Fnlda as long ago as 1707. Unfor- 
tunately this pioneer craft was destroyed 
by jealous sailors, and even the very 
memory of it was lost for three-quarters 
of a century. In 1773 Perrier, another 
Frenchman, built an experimental steam 
vessel at Paris. Eight years later, in 
1783, 
Jonffroy took up the idea that had 


been evolved by Papin and Perrier and 
built a steamer, which did good service 
for some time on the Saone. 


The first American to attempt to ap- 


ply steam to navigation was John Fitch, 
a Connecticut mechanic, who made his 
initial experiments in the year 1785. To 
what extent Fitch was indebted to the 
three illustrious French inventors named 
above we are not informed, but that his 
models were original there is not the 
least doubt. 
In the first he em- 


ployed a large pipe kettle for generating 
the steam, the motive power being aide 
paddles worked after the fashion of oars 
on a common rowboat. In the second 
Fitch craft the same mode of propulsion 
was adopted with the exception that the 
paddles were made to imitate a revolv- 
ing wheel and were fixed to the stern— 
clearly foreshadowing the present Btern- 
wheeler. 


This last mentioned boat was the first 


American steam vessel that can be pro- 
nounced a success. It made its first trip 
to Burlington in July, 1788. But, after 
all, it was not until after the opening of 
the present century that steam naviga- 
tion started into actual life. In 1807 
Robert Fulton (who every school child 
knows was an American), in conjunction 
with one Robert R, Livingston, built the 
Clermont, and established a regular 
packet service between New York and 
Albany. 


The success of this undertaking was so 


satisfactory that four new boats were 
built before tho end of 1811, at least two 
of them being designed for service in oth- 
er rivers.—St. Louis Republic.
